Notice to Taxpayers 


Sec, 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes 1944. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notification in some public place in the town, 
or notify them, in such other way as the town at its 
annual meeting directs, to make and bring into them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of 
the same year. If any resident owner after such notice 
does not bring in such list, he is hereby barred of his 
right to make application to the assessors or the county 
commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
are that he was unable to offer it at the time appoint- 
ed.

Offsetting this 
gain, however, a reserve of $1,920.00 was provided for to reflect 
the amount invested from General Fund Cash and applied to 
Capital Reserve Funds. This resulted in a net increase 0O

Town Manager's Report | 


This year we are making certain changes in 
the town report, some of which are required by law, 
some by ordinance, and other changes that may faci- 
litate reading and analyzing the year’s records. 


Changing the date of closing the books from Feb. 
1st to Jan. 1st, makes it possible to print the auditor’s 
report in full; meetings of the budget committee set 
for the 8rd and 4th Mondays in February make it 
possible for their recommendations to be inserted in 
the report for consideration of voters before town 
meeting. 


Federal regulations prohibit publishing names of 
recipients of public funds where Federal funds are 


involved, such as those receiving assistance in the 
Charity groups. 


We have established a handy reference file, con- 
taining detail receipts and expenditures, which will 
make it convenient for office information, and we invite 
anyone who may be interested in these detailed ac- 
counts to come to the town office for inspection of 
records. 


Our finances are sound, with balances sufficient 
to earry along until the time appropriations are made 
in March. Very few overdrawn accounts such as Fire 
Department, Old Age Assistance, and a temporary 
overdraft of New Sewerage account, until adjustments 
are made this coming season with the property owners 
benefited. 


It was possible to add to our Capital Reserve funds 
about $2,000.00 more than provided by appropriations. 
5 - $1,000.00 Government “Rh? bonds bought for new 
school house, 3 - $1,00.00 Government “F” bonds 
bought for new Fire Station. 


For the past few years we have pointed with 
pride to yearly accomplishments, physical improve- 
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ments, and financial soundness; and have advised 
voters to study closely the articles in the warrant that 
call for appropriations. 


However the desire to satisfy apparent needs 
caused the tax rate to increase four mills in 1946 and 
another seven mills in 1947, and further needs are 
being stressed for 1948. , 


After making this statement it may be inconsis- 
tant for us to bring up matters calling for an increase 
in appropriations, but if we are to have better side- 
walks in summer and better snow removal in winter, 
etc., etc., we must have proper equipment to handle the 
work, and the equipment must be housed and cared 
for. Consequently to meet present demands of the 
public, we are asking for a piece of equipment that will 
handle earth and snow. 


The demand for better parking facilities, if 
approved, would require additional funds; the same 
is true if the town votes to improve the situation for 
handling traffic. Eventually our Police force should 
be enlarged; when that is done parking meters might 
be installed, which serve two purposes, ie, regulates 
parking and helps reduce police appropriations; but 
ample free parking space must be provided before the 
installation of meters. 


Your attention is called to the report of the 
Planning Board, an impartial group of men interested 
in good government, who this year are recommending 
revision of ordinances, and hastening completion of 
the tax equalization survey. 


Their projects should receive better consideration; 
personalities should not weigh too heavily when better 
government is under consideration; and bear in mind 
that the function of the Planning Board is making 
plans which are presented to the Selectmen, and none 
of their plans have been presented to the voters with- 
out the unanimous approval of the Board of Selectmen.

Report of Planning Board — 


At its meetings during the past year, your Plan- 
ning Board has reviewed its list of recommended im- 
provements to our government and facilities for gov- 
ernment, as well as betterments for the town and its 
environments. 


The list consists of the following items: Zoning, 
New High School Building, State Highway By-Pass, 
Equalization of tax values for assessment purposes, 
New Fire Station, Improved Town Charter, Better 
Parking facilities, including the matter of Parking 
Meters, Better Sewage Disposal, More interest in civic 
pride, including better kept homes, lawns and gardens. 


While your Planning Board accepts without re- 
sentment the decision of the majority vote of the town 
on all matters recommended by it, in fact the board 
realizes that the very privilege of that majority vote 
is more precious than anything that could be proposed 
to improve government; yet it feels that the voters of 
the town should not take the attitude that reeommenda- 
tions are made with ulterior motives, and for personal 
benefits of members of the board or their friends. 


Every problem discussed is handled in a very im- 
partial manner with only two points in view, and 
those: “Is it good for Camden and its people?”’; and, 
“Will it actually hurt any person more than it will help 
them?” This to protect the minority and preserve our 


great heritage of freedom under the Bill of Rights.:_ - 


The Planning Board still feels that its proposed 
Zoning Ordinances would have worked no hardship on 
any person, but would have prevented the intrusion of 
undesirable elements into our beautiful town. It still 
adheres to the belief that changes proposed to the pre- 
sent Charter would have taken no privilege away from 
Camden’s citizens; would have done no wrong to any 
individual, and would have placed those who take care 
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of the Town’s business, in a more secure position as 
long as their work was faithfully performed. 


The Board is in favor of the plan to be proposed 
by the School Board, namely, of having a committee 
to study the High School situation thoroughly, and that 
the town appropriate a proper sum of money to finance 
the study. | 


We believe that a greater effort should be made to 
increase the appropriation for tax equalization survey, 
so that the work may be done this coming summer if 
possible, certainly not later than 1949. 


The ordinances for the town of Camden, accepted 
in 1934, with very few amendments adopted since that 
date, are in need of revision. We plan this year to do 
our share in offering new and revised ordinances for 
consideration of the voters. 


The other items listed above will receive attention 
as fast as time and funds will warrant. Your Board is 
always open to suggestions and will be glad to meet 
with any group to discuss any matter of importance to 
the town. 


The Board hopes that the plan suggested last year, 
of renewing the competitive system of improving 
lawns, gardens, home appearance, etc., will soon be. 
put into effect, sponsored by a local organization.

Chamber of Commerce 


The year 1947 has been one of the most active 
periods since the organization eight years ago of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Following are some of the 
highlights of the promotion of this area by this Cham- 
ber during the past year: 


President Bill Kelley and the Camden Hills Park 
Committee spent much time and effort to prevent 
closing of the Park to the public. When the Federal 
Government closed the area, the committee contacted 
Governor Hildreth and members of the State Park 
- Commission, and Congressional representatives. It 
worked closely with state officials until the Park was 
added to the Maine State Park system. 


The Education Committee »prepared a 46-page 
factual report on the Camden schools which received 
national publicity. The sewerage committee sponsored 
an adequate santiary system for Camden, on a “‘pay-as- 
you-go” basis, which was adopted at Town Meeting. 


The Fire Prevention Committee won national 
honors in Fire Prevention Week contest. The Clean-up 
Committee sponsored clean-up drives in spring and 
fall. The Health Committee publicized health informa- 
tion with series of articles in Camden “Herald.” 


The Solicitations Committee protected the public 
from fraudulent solicitations through investigation of 
out-of-town solicitors. The aviation committee did 
much work in lining up available sites for air-strip, 
emergency landing facilities. 


The Industry Committee Sponsored meetings on 
industrial research and development; displayed local 
manufactured products at Information Cabin; cooper- 
ated with local industries; obtained improved express 
service; developed factual information needed by pro- 
spective new business and industry. 
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The Handcraft Committee grew into the large and 
active Maine Coast Craftsmen’s group, which is pro- 
moting handicraft instruction, and local handcraft 
products. | 


Merchants Committee sponsored “Down with 
Prices” campaign; Community Xmas Tree on Village 
Green; calendar of store closings; parking signs. 


The Chamber also published and distributed 
10,000 Camden-Rockport Directories with maps and 
information; and distributed 4,000 copies of Camden- 
Rockport Picture Book, Mountain Trail Guide and 
Map, and Winter Sports folders. It paid the sum of 
$250 to the Maine Publicity Bureau for a page adver- 
tisement in the 1947 edition of “Maine Invites You.” 
The sum of $100 was also turned over as a donation to 
the Bureau, which operates several information 
bureaus in Maine, as well as in New York City, Chi- 
cago and other large cities, and distributes Maine 
promotional material. The Chamber publicized Camden 
by furnishing pictures, news or feature items to out- 
of-state newspapers and magazines and by cooperat- 
ing with writers, photographers and radio broadcast- 
ers. Several thousand letters were written in answer 
to inquiries about real estate, cruises, accommodations, 
winter sports, and to supply information on many other 
subjects. It assisted in the establishment of Camden 
Hills summer theatre. 


Around 3,600 callers from 35 states were served 
by the Information Cabin, Elm Street, between June 
16 and August 31. In addition to serving as an informa- 
tion for visitors the Cabin was a clearing house for 
information about housing, for those seeking employ- 
ment and for employers, and a point of contact be- 
tween summer visitors and the town in a great variety 
of ways. 


For the past two summers the Chamber of Com- 
merce has been greatly indebted to Sterling Hastings 
for the use of his lot for the Information Cabin, and 
to the Camden shipyard for the use of this attractive 
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cabin. This location, however, is only temporary, and 
it is necessary that plans be made for some permanent 
arrangement. This Information Service in the business 
section has proved its value and it is hoped that a 
permanent building and location, such as has proved 
a great asset to Damariscotta, will be made available 
when it becomes necessary to move from the present 
location.

NEW SEWERS 


The town voted an appropriation of $7,500.00 to 
be expended as recommended by the State Health 
Department. 


After making a survey they advised that in their 
judgment, the section of the town without sewerage 
connections should be attended to before considering 
outfall benefits. Consequently we ordered pipe for Park 
and Pearl streets, (the two groups asking for sewers 
in the 1947 town warrant) and the continuation of Elm 
St. sewer to John St. ; believing that Elm St. should be 
taken care of while the new road was under construc- 
tion. 
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Arrangements were made with the contractor to 
use his excavator when available. Sewers were com- 
pleted on Park and Elm streets. Cold weather stopped 
work on Pearl St.; this project should be continued in 
the early summer. 


To get gradient for Pearl St. sewer at minimum 
cost, it was decided to go down Oak St. and across 
Ralph Young’s field, to Mechanic St. This part of the 
new sewer is completed, and will benefit Oak St. resi- 
dents and enable Mr. Young to sell suitable house lots 
if he cares to take advantage of the sewer project.

District Nursing Association 


District Nursing visits during the past year have 
increased to a marked degree over previous years, a 
total of 2,136 calls having been made. These include 
care of chronic patients to whom is given the standard 
and physicians’ supervised care which would be re- 
ceived in a hospital but with the advantage that the 
patients have the greater contentment of being in their 
own homes and at a minimum cost. 

When families are faced with illness, it would 
ordinarily become a question of full-time professional 
nursing or of placing the patient in a hospital, both of 
which are financially prohibitive for the great majority 
of persons with moderate or reduced incomes. It is in 
this situation that the District Nurse serves an all- 
important purpose, with weekly or bi-weekly visits, 
covering the essentials of qualified nursing care at a 
cost within the means of every citizen. The small fee, 
fixed when circumstances warrant, can be, and fre- 
quently is, dispensed with, if necessary, but at no 
decrease or lessening of service. | 

It is this knowledge of the acute need in the com- 
munity which has inspired various civic-minded clubs 
and organizations to contribute to continuance and 
improvement of the District Nursing Service; it is this 
knowledge to which the townspeople refer when they 
willingly make yearly appropriation for its support. 

An indication of the realization of the work the 
District Nursing Service is performing in the town, is 
the fact that a room in the Town Office has been re- 
served for “Well Baby Conferences” and is now in 
process of preparation. Through the generosity of 
individuals and organizations, the equipment of this 
room, to date, includes: baby scales, sterilizer, desk, 
book-shelves, measuring board, tables. If the remaining 
necessities, such as a lavatory, electricity outlets and 
a few other small articles of equipment are installed, 
It Is hoped the room will be in operation by early sum- 
mer. 
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One phase of the District Nurse’s work is assist- 
ance with crippled children’s program—attendance and 
clinics and often the transportation of the children to 
these clinics. 


Maternity care and supervision of health in the 
home for infants and pre-school children is a part of 
the nurse’s routine-day. To a lesser degree, there are 
tuberculosis cases and persons requiring social hygiene 
instructions and treatments, for the nurse must include 
a certain amount of teaching to introduce the proper 
health measures. There are usually a number of inter- 
views for each communicable disease, first to contact 
the patient and then check to see if he and those with 
Some he comes in contact are under the care of a 

octor. 


Social Service calls form another aspect of the 
program, and the nurse often assists local and state 
authorities in the investigation of these cases.

Camden Community Hospital 
1947 Annual Report 


Your Hospital, The Camden Community Hospital, 
observed its twentieth anniversary in May of this year. 
Through the untiring efforts of our public-spirited 
citizens, the Hospital today is one of the finest in the 
State. 


Facilities at the Hospital are of the best. We are 
most fortunate in the doctors serving on the staff. They 
are well trained and determined to carry out the ex- 
cellent teachings and fine ideals of the schools from 
which they have graduated. This is our asset, because 
without their cooperation we could not meet with the 
requirements of our State and National Hospital As- 
sociations. These Associations are our guides. They 
also serve as the needed policemen, and by their con- 
stant supervision, we must always be giving the very 
best medical, surgical, obstetrical and nursing care to 
the people of the community in which we serve. 


I would like to mention the faithfulness of the 
nurses and attendants on our staff. As one speaks with 
other superintendents of Hospitals, you realize how 
fortunate we are to have such excellent nurses, who 
give such fine nursing care. They are not as well paid 
by fifty percent or more, yet they always are agreeable 
and interested in all of the Hospital’s undertakings. 
This is a compliment to the institution for it portrays 
the pleasant working conditions, which in reality mean 
more to most of us than the financial advantages which 
they might receive at other places. 


There is one thing that I would like to clarify, if 
possible, with regards to the number of nurses em- 
ployed by us, for the capacity of this hospital of 18 
beds and 6 bassinettes. 


There are 8 registered nurses and 2 registered 
attendants. This analyzed, shows us with a staff of 4 on 
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duty from 7 to 3; 2 or 3 from 8 to 11, according to the 
number of patients; and 2 on duty from 11 to 7. We 
only employ nurses to relieve, if we are extremely busy 
or short handed due to illness of one of the regular 
staff. When we speak of nurses the State Department 
of Health says, “In order to maintain a General Hospi- 
tal where obstetrics are done, a registered nurse must 
have charge of the nursery.” 


As a goodly number of our admissions are ob- 
stetrical patients, this means that it is almost a full 
time job for one nurse caring for the infants. As 
statistics show that there is no better or more intelli- 
gent index of a Hospital’s Service to its community 
than by its maternal and infant death rate, we have 
every right to feel that we are doing our job well. Our 
infant death rate is 3 infants for the last five years. 
These are infants that have not gone from the Hospital 
to their homes. With the Mothers we are even more 
fortunate. There have been no maternal deaths. To the 
skill of our doctors who do obstetrics, and the well 
eqipped maternity department and the excellent ob- 
stetrical nursing care, should the eredit be given for 
such a fine record. Infants that were born dead are 
also in the very low brackets, which indicates once 
more that our doctors are on the job as well in pre- 
ventive medicine as in therapeutic. 

In June of this year, we were most fortunate in 
obtaining the services of Miss Wilma Dougherty as 
Laboratory Technician. Miss Dougherty officially 
opened the laboratory donated in 1944-45 by Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Riker Proctor in memory of their son, James 
Howe Proctor. This is a very fine contribution to the 
Health facilities of this community and surrounding 
towns. Our physicians and surgeons will be enabled 
to practice better medicine and surgery by the clinical 
and pathologocal pictures obtained for them by the 
Technician, and thus the patient and his family can 
feel assured that a very fine aid to diagnosis is being 
employed by his own personal physician. 

Miss Dougherty and I are endeavoring to start 
very shortly a Blood Bank. This will be a greater 
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saver of life. Already by having an easily accessible 
typeing list, we have given emergency transfusions 
that have saved the patient’s life, giving a great feeling 
of satisfaction to all members of the staff, and thus 
should have created a sincere feeling of thankfulness to 
the individual families concerned. 


We have just been given a new Special Type of 
Electric Ice Box for storage of whole blood, by Mr. 
Chas. C. Wood. Can you actually visualize what this 
means to you and yours? Try to picture a bad accident 
or sudden illness whereupon a sample of the person’s 
blood is obtained with a minimum loss of time. The 
doctor or technician refers to a list of donors, whose 
blood has been so carefully checked that it is a safe- 
guard to the person who receives it, as well as to those 
who donate it. Another and final test is made, and in 
a very few minutes the patient is receiving the neces- 
sary blood from the Blood Bank, which may be so 
essential either for his better health, or even be the 
active means of a difference between life and death. 


The Laboratory has shown a marked increase 
since it started in June with 44 tests performed and in 
September with 121 tests. 


In March of this year a Woman’s Auxiliary was 
organized. These faithful and sincere women have 
already contributed much service to our Hospital by 
serving in several worthwhile and much needed capa- 
cities. I personally wish to express my appreciation to 
the ladies who helped me start this wonderful organ- 
ization, which I am so certain will mean even more 
to the Hospital as the years go by. 


We admitted as In Patients to the Hospital from 
July 1, 1946 to July 1, 1947, 530 patients. Medical 
patients 178, surgical patients 204, obstetrical patients 
117 and orthapedic patients 31. This total of 530 
patients credited us with 8818 patient days, an 
average of 10 patients per calendar day for the year. 


Our patient days have decreased greatly in the 
past two years—reasons being various but very much 
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universal. Medical, surgical and obstetrical patients 
are cared for in a very different manner from that of 
two or three years ago. First the potent drugs, such as 
penicillen, the sulfa group and streptomycin have 
greatly shortened the crisis and convalescent period in 
diseases such as pneumonia, menigitis etc. 


All three groups of patients are affected by the 
new trend of thought. Getting a patient up in 24 to 48 
hours after surgery or delivery of a child. This natur- 
ally means that the patient goes home much sooner. 
For the patient and his family this is fine because the 
Hospital bill is much less, due to the shorter period of 
confinement. It might be well to point out here that 
the Hospital never sends people home; they go only 
upon the order of the physician in charge. Also one 
eannot take the patient days for the year and figure 
too accurately the income derived for one year. For 
instance, a baby staying at the Hospital after the 
mother is discharged. The baby is admitted to the 
Hospital from that time as an individual patient. His 
day is a patient day, yet it costs him only two dollars 
for each day that he remains with us. 


As our patient days decrease, So does our income, 
and thus we need the additional revenue from our 
loyal friends who support us in the various ways known 
to all of you. 


I sincerely thank you one and all for your con- 
tinued interest in the Camden Community Hospital, 
we cannot and will not fail those dependent upon us in 
our Community.

Milk Inspector’s Report 


As your local Milk Inspector, I have signed 
nineteen cards the past year, for Producers’ licenses to 
sell milk, and cream in the town of Camden. The State 
has signed three, a total of twenty-two for the year, 
seven less than the previous year, this is due to the 
enforcement of the milk law regarding, milk rooms 
and strict sanitary conditions. I look for a greater 
slump for the ensuing year. ; 

I think said law should be changed so as to give 
the small producer the same privilege as the larger 
ones. 

I have been out with the State inspector several 
times inspecting barns, and have found most of them 
in a sanitary condition. 

We have taken fifty-six samples of milk and cream, 
all were sent to Orono and analyzed, the most of them 
were marked satisfactory, some of them were not up 
to the standard, I think the tests were quite good, as 
a whole. 

I have had a few complaints, but that is to be 
expected. I believe the producers intend to keep their 
milk up to the standard at all times. 

The town consumes about 1500 quarts daily. 

The reports of all samples have been published in 
the Camden Herald. 

There are thirteen stores selling milk and cream, 
I have visited said stores and found them all licensed 
as required. 

All producers who have not had their cows tested 
for T. B. and Bangs disease the past year should do 
so at once, as this is very important. 

All bottles must be thoroughly washed, and steri- 
lized, before refilling, this is also very important, if 
you don’t want to hear any complaints. 

I wish to thank all concerned for their co-operation 
the past year.

This year has been about average in work since 
1935, when it was started by the Fire Department. We 
have made 259 trips, covering 7 441.5 miles; against 
233 trips and 6,602.5 miles last year. Our long distance 
work has been lighter than in the past, and our local 
has increased. 


We have added to our equipment a new Homelite 
Generator (electric), with a capacity of 4,000 watts, 
than can be used in the hospital or other places in case 
the power leaves us by breakdown. This was bought 
by our First Aid Association, and is carried on our 
Ladder truck. 


We have handled a few polio cases this year, and 
are much pleased with the way these cases have come 
out. Our work in these cases is credited to the Fire 
Department in the March of Dimes drive for funds. 


Our First Aid Association is in good financial condi- 
tion, and we still receive our aid from the Sunday 
moving pictures.

Report of Fire Department 


Another year has rolled by, and without doubt the 
most disastrous the State of Maine has ever known. 
The Nation as a whole has had one of the worst years 
on record; the National fire loss for the year is going 
over seven hundred million dollars, which is more than 
the damage suffered by England during the war years. 
In all, about one tenth of the area of the State of 
Maine has been burned over. The heaviest loss in a 
small area was at Bar Harbor, with about ten million 
loss in one night. The nearest ones to us were at Rock- 
port and Lincolnville, and in both cases had they not 
been extinguished quickly, would have reached Camden 
territory in a short time. We helped extinguish both 
these fires. 


The ‘people of the town showed a fine spirit of 
co-operation when asked to form a fire partol during 
the Fire Emergency. This was no small task for the 
ones that patrolled during the night, and worked days, 
until it rained. This is one of the greatest helps in our 
fire prevention program, and is much appreciated by 
the members of the fire department. 


The President’s Conference held at Augusta for 
the State of Maine people by the Governor and the 
Insurance Commissioner, promises great things for 
all concerned, in the way of Fire Protection, Pre- 
vention, and Education in the future, and it is hoped 
that this measure will do a great deal in eutting down 
our Fire Losses. 


This has been a bad year for us, and our accounts 
have been overdrawn. I feel that this is one department 


just what will happen from one year’s end to the other. 
If we have fires, and other emergencies, they have to 
be taken care of at any cost, and in my judgment we 
are doing our very best for the citizens of the town.

unless we get more room we have no place to put it.

The financial statement shows that while giving 
good care to the lots, the costs have been kept within 
bounds, and the finances are in good order. The balance 
on hand at the close of business each year has to 
carry most of the expense until next August, so you 
see it is not really a large balance. 


The receipts for private work covers the money 
received for burials, for grading lots and for summer 
care of lots. There is about $350.00 unpaid at the 
closing of this year’s report. It will help a lot if those 
who have not paid for their summer care, do so now. 


There are still many lots in the Cemetery which 
are not receiving regular care. These lots have been 
assigned to some person in the past, with the expecta- 
tion that that person would see that the lot was 
properly cared for. 


The Trustees have taken this matter under con- 
sideration and have decided that from now on, if those 
to whom lots have been assigned, or who are the des- 
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cendents of those to whom lots were assigned, wish to 
hold them for the use of themselves or their families, 
they must arrange for the proper yearly care of the 
lot. Otherwise the lot, or unused portion of it, will be 
assigned to some person who is willing to place 
“Perpetual Care” on the lot. 


Camden’s beautiful Mountain View Cemetery 
must not be allowed to look uncared for, and especially 
must we get away from the annoyance of having 
poorly kept, or unkept lots, close to those which are 
well kept up. 


The Trustees still hope for more lot holders to 
place “Perpetual Care” on their lots. It is the most 
economical as well as the most satisfactory way of 
caring for the lot.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Camden: 


I am pleased to submit, for your consideration, 
my second annual report of the Camden Schools. 


I believe that the past year has been a successful 
one for the school children of Camden. A fine group of 
professional teachers have worked hard to contribute 
to this success. 


It was necessary to fill four vacancies during the 
summer vacation. Mr. Frederick Richards resigned to 
accept the Principalship of Rockport High School. We 
all regret the decision of Mr. Richards to leave Camden 
after nineteen years of service, but wish him success 
in his new position. Mr. Leroy Young, a graduate of 
Colby College who has nearly completed the require- 
ments for a Master’s Degree at Boston University, 
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with four years experience in Maine schools, was 
elected to replace Mr. Richards. Miss Madeline 
Nevers, teacher of home economics, resigned effective 
at the close of school last June to accept a position as 
an extension worker for the State. Miss Carolyn Ducd- 
ley, of Kingfield and a. graduate of Farmington 
State Teachers College, assumed the duties of this 
position. Mr. Leroy Barker, a graduate of Ricker 
Junior College and Castine Normal School is now in 
charge of one of the grade six rooms. Mr. Barker had 
several years experience as a teacher and principal 
before coming to Camden. Miss Cora West of Kezar 
Falls, a graduate of Gorham Teachers College has re- 
placed Miss Edith Arey who retired from teaching 
last June after serving a total of 36 years, over 23 
years of which service was in Camden. 


Mrs. Luella Hennings of Rockport, a graduate of 
Teachers College, Columbia University with experience 
as a teacher and secretary is employed in the schoo! 
office. 

Mrs. Naomi Elliot of Thomaston, a graduate of 
Pratt Institute of Fine and Applied Arts has been 
elected as supervisor of art. 


At the present time Mrs. Sara Young is convales- 
cing from a serious illness and Mrs. Phyllis Monroe is 
substituting in. her place. | 

Several Camden teachers attended summer ses- 
sions during the past summer. Evelyn Bailey, Louise 
Dyer, Margaret Ford, Mina Gray, Luella Hennings, 
Anna Keating, Milford Payson and Elcey Sawyer at- 
tended the University of Maine; Doris Frye, Marjorie 
Steen, Mary Taylor and Pearl Walden attended 
Farmington State Teachers College; and Roger Calder- 
wood and Leroy Young attended Boston University. 
Ethel Oliver worked on her Master’s Degree at B. U. 
and also found time to take a one-week course in 
driver education at the University of Maine. At 
present Mr. Carlton Wood and Miss Anna Keating are 
taking Saturday courses at the University of Maine. 
An extension course in Audio-Visual Education from 
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the University of Maine will be held at Rockland 
during the second semester and it is expected that 
many of the Camden teachers will participate. 

During the summer vacation the Knowlton Street 
Grade School underwent extensive repairs and was 
completely redecorated. The roof was repaired, the 
brick walls waterproofed to stop many bad leaks. At 
the present time the building is fairly weather-proof. 

The walls of all classrooms were painted in at- 
tractive, light reflecting colors, the playground side in 
green shades and the street side in shades of pink. The 
corridor walls were painted in light ivory shades. All 
ceilings were painted white. The floors of the building 
were sanded and refinished in the light natural wood 
color. The floors, walls and ceilings of the basement 
corridors and toilet rooms were repainted. The landing 
at the entrance doors and the worn stair treads were 
covered with Plastic Rock which gives a non-slippery 
and lasting surface. 

The new fluorescent lights were installed in all the 
classrooms giving every child at least thirty foot 
candles of artificial light at desk level. This light con- 
forms to the standards set by lighting experts. Seventy 
new window shades were purchased to replace the worn 
and stained ones in some of the rooms. 

It is hard to describe in words the change that has 
taken in the building this year. Parents should visit 
the school, to notice the improvements. Teachers re- 
port that there is an increased interest on the part of 
children in keeping the rooms clean. 

It is the hope of your superintendent and school 
committee that action will be taken at the next annual 
town meeting to create a committee to make a study 
of the need for a new high school, the type of a build- 
ing which Camden should have and what steps should 
-be taken to attain such a building. 

The home economics department, through addi- 
tions of equipment and changes in the course of study, 
has qualified this year for the first time as a vocational 
course. This will bring additional State Subsidy to this 
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department as well as giving the girls better prepara- 
tion for further study and for life. All freshmen girls 
are now required to study a course in the science of 
living which should be helpful to all. 


Camden boys and girls continue to take advantage 
of the fine instrumental music instruction given by 
Roger Calderwood, who this year is also directing the 
glee clubs. I know of very few schools which offer as 
much in the field of music. 


At the request of three veterans of World War 
If a program of Institutional-on-the-Farm Training 
was started early in the summer under the direction of 
Mr. Lester Shibles of Rockport. This course meets 
every Wednesday night for a four hour period. Other 
instruction is given on the farms of individual vet- 
erans. Its success is shown by the fact that at present 
there are twenty-three veterans enrolled. The entire - 
cost of this program is being paid by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration.

In closing I want to express thanks to all who 
have in any way contributed to the success of our 
schools and to urge that parents visit the schools and 
become acquainted with the teachers and the condi- 
tions under which they work.

Report of School Nurse 


A different routine has been followed this year in 
completing the physical examinations of both grade 
and high school. To obtain a more thorough heart and 
lung examination, and also to watch for skin diseases 
and posture defects, pupils were stripped to the waist 
and feet were examined to detect fallen arches. This 
type of examination takes more time and has proven 
to be of much more value than the mass examinations 
of the past. . 


It was planned at the beginning of the year to 
combine the school nursing and physical education 
into a full health department. With this in mind con- 
ferences have been held with Mr. Dailey with the re- 
sult that all physical defects are reported to him. In 
some instances it may be fallen arches which need 
special exercises or it may be an asthmatic or a child 
with heart trouble or a hernia that should not receive 
a full activity program. Also plans were talked over 
to have separate examinations for all students signing 
up for athletics so that each will be in good physical! 
condition before team practice begins. 


At a recent Parent Teachers’ Meeting I explained 
the 10 Point Program which is a continuation of the 
former 7-point plan that has been in use for several 
years. This plan which consists of examinations and 
corrections in birth registration, sight, hearing, 
throat, teeth, growth and posture now includes inocu- 
lation against diphtheria, vaccination against smallpox 
and tuberculosis. Instead of every pupil who qualifies 
receiving a certificate each one gets a credit for each 
point earned from seven to ten. Great progress has 
been made in the last few years in immunizations in 
the schools. This must be continued to insure each 
child against diseases that can be controlled. 


New agencies have been created by the State De- 
partment of Health and Welfare so we now have the 
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advantage of Speech and Heart Clinics for handicapped 
children as well as the Crippled Children’s Clinic that 
we have used, and now the Hyde Memorial Home 
which has been established by the Pine Tree Society. 


I would like to see a Three Year Program started 
that would give each child in the primary, third and 
sixth grades and freshmen in the high school a com- 
plete physical examination to include a chest plate and 
audiometer testing for hearing, with each physician 
elected to a three or five year term so he could examine 
the same students several times during that period 
and recheck his own findings. In this way much more 
time can be spent on children needing attention and 
yet those who are perfectly healthy will receive a com- 
plete check-up every three years. Yearly examinations 
would necessarily have to be done on sight and teeth. 
I feel that a program of this type could be worked out 
to very good advantage and it would eliminate the 
year in year out examination of those in perfect health. 
Y would like the reaction of the public on this. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
every one for their whole hearted cooperation during 
the quarantine for polio. It is only in this way that 
the spread of illness can be prevented.
